The failure of the American sea- 
Planes to arrive here today has 
caused keen disappointment to 
thousands of persons who waited for 
hours on the various points of van- 
tage for the coming of the trans- 
atlantic fliers. 

The news from the oncoming sea- 
planes brought interest in the trans- 
atlantic flight to a hight pitch this 
morning. Small knots of people 
gathered on the water front shortly 
after daybreak to seek news of the 
fliers and to await their arrival, and 
as the day progressed the. crowd 
rapidly increased. 

The section of the harbor where 
the planes will be moored has been 
cleared of all. craft to permit of a 
safe landing. Two destroyers are 
ready to assist tee planes if they 

‘alight outside the breakwater.

Radio Told of Flight.

This n- 
formation which was rapidly circu- 
lated about the city, caused much 
animation in American naval head- 
‘quarters, which was beseiged with 
inquiries regarding the flight. The 
flood of questions poured in upon 
the headquarters throughout the 
night. 

After an hour after the announce- 
ment of the start a definite state- 
ment of the time of the departure 
Was received. Nothing further came 
in until 3:15 a. m., when the NC-3 
reported having passed station num- 
ber seven, 350 miles from New- 
foundland. 

Admiral Jackson, Fleet Commander 
Wortman, Commander Orwine and 
gecores of other naval officials re- 
mained up all night to receive re- 
ports of the seaplanes’ progress. 
The wireless worked excellently 
throughout the night hours, mer- 
chant ships and radio stations heed- 
ing the request of the navy to re- 
frain from interfering with mes- 
sages regarding the flight. 


“LAME DUCK” 
PROVED WINNER 
IN OCEAN FLIGHT 


Washington, May 17.—One of the 
three American naval  seaplanes 
which set out last evening from 
Newfoundland in the first attempt 
at a flight across the Atlantic ocean 
still was missing Jate tonight; an- 
other was being towed to an Azores 
port by destroyers after her crew 
had been put aboard the steamer 
Iona and the third was safe at Horta, 
Fayal, after establishing a record 
flight for heavier-than-air ma- 
chines, 

The missing plane is the NC-3, 
flagship of Commander John Henry 
Towers, of Rome, Ga., commander 
of the squadron, but the fact that 
the last report came from her at 
5:15 o’clock this morning, Washing- 
ton time, did not cause naval offi- 
cials to-entertain any apprehension 
for the safety of Commander Tow- 
ers and his crew of four. 

Off Course in Fos. 

The last message from this ship 
showed her off her course in a fog 
some 350 miles grom Fayal and 
naval officials believe that it was 
only the mist bank which envelop- 
ed the sea around the Azores 
throughout the day that prevented 
all three of the planes from reach- 
ing port on or ahead of schedule 
time.

also lost her way in the fog and was 
forced to descend at 11:40 a. m., 
Washington time. She sent an S. O. 
S. call stating that she was landing 
and asking for her position. Four 
destroyers immediately were dis- 
patched to her assistance, and a 
message to the navy department just 
before midnight said were taking 
her to port, probably to Horta. Com- 
mander Bellinger and crew were 
aboard the steamship Iona. Lieuten- 
ant Commander Bellinger is from 
Cheraw, 8S. C. 

The one plane to reach port was 
the NC-4, which led her sister ships 
practically all the way and descend- 
ed into Horta harbor at 9:20 o'clock, 
Washington time. Her official time 
for the flight was 15 hours and 13 
minutes and the average speed was 
approximately 80 miles an hour. 
The performance of the plane was 
all the more satisfactory to offi- 
cials here because of the fact that 
she suffered a series of mishaps on 
the first leg of her voyage from 
Rockaway Beach, Long Island, to

Planes Have Fuel. 
Both of the fog-bound planes 
were believed to have sufficient fuel 


fog undoubtedly prevented them 
from continuing the trip in the air. 
The S. O. S. call from the NC-1l 
did not mean an actual distress 
call. It was sent out in compliance 
with orders, requiring the planes 
to give such signals, if forced to 
descend, before the actual landing 
was made. In air the flying boats 
can flash radio calls many miles. 
On the surface they are dumb be- 
yond a 25-mile radius. 

This also probably accounts for 
the delay in finding them in_ the 
fog. A destroyer must pass within 
25 miles to hear their faint sig- 
nals. The planes themselves can 
hear all that goes on about them in 
a 100-mile circle, but cannot an- 
swer. It was pointed out a fog 
heavy enough to drive the air boats 
down would also serve to blind the 
destroyers completely in their 
search, 

To Lieutenant Commander Read, 
of New York, commanding the NC-4, 
goes the honor of having made with- 
out interruption the most daring 
journey ever attempted in an air- 
ship of any kind. Rising from din- 
ner last night in the ward room of 
the mine layer Aroostook at Tre- 
passey bay, Newfoundland, he and 
his men breakfasted soon after 9 
o'clock this morning aboard the 
cruiser Columbia at Horta. 

Delayed by the Fog. 

But for the fog that clamped 
down on the NC-4 as it sighted 
Pico Heights, across from Horta, 
they would have boarded the U. 8. 8. 
Melviile before noon today and been 
ready to jump again tomorrow, this 
time for Lisbon, the city marking 
the end of the actual flight over the 
Atlantic. 


Acting Secretary Roosevelt sent 
the congratulationg of the navy to 
Commander Read today when it ap- 


peared certain the NC-3 and the 
NC-1 had been indefinitely held up 
by the fog. 

The story of the long flight as 
told by the radio waves that filled 
the air over the North Atlantic last 
night to be gathered in by the navy 
department from many _ quarters, 
shows that Commander Read’s hard 
luck on preceding legs of the trans- 
atlantic dash appears to have turned 
from the start. He led all the way 
after rising first at Trepassey bay, 
Only to come down again to give 


his commanding officér, Commander 
Towers, the honor of starting first. 
The NC-4 was nearly thirty minutes 
ahead of the NC-1 just before Com- 
mander Read sighted land at the 
Azores and the flagship, the NC-3, 
lagged still farther behind. 

That thirty minutes, officers be- 
lieved, saved the NC-4 from the fog. 
By virtue of that narrow lead he 
seems to have slipped through to 
moorings in Horta harbor, only to 
have the fog pall roll down heavily 
behind him, barring the way for his 
adventurous companions on the nis- 
tory-making voyage. Commander 
Bellinger was caught with land al- 
most under his eyes, but Commander 
Towers was blanketed well out to 
sea, showing the speed with which 
the fog bank spread. 


Boats Are Senworthy. 


Fog at sea usually means smooth 
seas and little or no wind. Officials 
believed the one fog-bound plane 
crew were in no jeopardy 
Should wind come 
it would tear away the fog cur- 
tain and permit them to take the 
air again before the seas could 
rise, In any event, the boats are 
real boats, seaworthy as well as air- 
worthy. They were built to ride out 
storms on the surface, if necessary. 
Only cross seas, running athwart the 
course of heavy winds, a rare con- 
dition, would imperil them seriously, 
officers said. 

The crews have ample stores of 
food, water and extra clothing. 
Probably the plane could taxi on 
the surface to safety as Commander 
Read did in the NC-4 when engine 
trouble drove him down north of 
Cape Cod on the first leg of the 
But the purpose of 
the navy is to make the transatlan- 
tic flight, not to taxi part of the 
way on the surface, officers said, and 
consequently Commander Towers 
was expected to await a clearing of 
the fog, then to rise and push on to 
Ponda Delgada without stopping at 
Horta, 

Even should the fog-bound plane 
be short of fue] and the searching 
destroyers fail to find it, offi- 
cials were confident that it would 
make its way safely to land. As 
illustrating the seaworthiness of 
the craft officers recalled that dur- 
ing the war a crew brought in an 
American seaplane off the coast of 
France after eleven days on the wa- 
in a violent storm.

Horta to Lisbon direct would add 150 
mites to the journey, making it pos- 
sible that the airship would be 
forced to makealanding after dark 
should it attempt to catch up to- 
morrow. 
May Wait for Companion. 


There is also a possibility that 
Read would delay as long as pos- 
sible to let his companions rejoin 
him. They waited for him at Tre- 
passey, and he may feel bound to 
take the same course. But the 
prime purpose of the whole trip is 
to put an American seaplane across 
the Atlantic ocean in atr, it was 
said here, and neither Read nor his 
brother officers will take any 
action that might by any chance 
imperil that enterprise.

Ahead of Schedule. 


Commander Read reached Horta 
several hours ahead of the sched- 
uled time for the flight, officials 
having estimated that twenty hours 
would be required for the seaplanes 
to reach Ponta Delgada. Had he 
continued to that port at the sveed 
maintained throughout the long voy- 
age, Commander Read would have 
covered the’ 1,200 miles in a little 
more than 17 hours. 

The fact that the NC-4 was the 
first of the three planes to reach the 
Azores drew comment from naval 
officers here. This ship was the 
“lame duck” of the division from 
the time it started from Rockaway 
Beach, L. I. Three of the four Lib- 
erty motors which drove the ship 
to the Azores were installed after it 
left Rockaway, because of frouble 
with the original motors. 

Commander Read was forced to 
land at Chatham Light, Mass., on the 
first leg of his flight to Newfound- 
land. He remained at Chatham for 
several hours repairing. He was 
again forced to make a landing on 
the way from Halifax to Trepassey 
to make repairs and at Trepassey 
another new motor was put in the 
plane before it started overseas.

Lisbon Next Landing Place. 

The machine will achieve the dis- 
tincton of being the first to cross 
the Atlantic ocean will be that which 
arrives first at Lisbon, Portugal, 
the first European landing place of 
the flight and starting point of the 
last leg to Plymouth, England. ; 

While the performance of the NC-4 
is viewed as the most spectacular 
aviation achievement in the history 
of heavier-than-air craft, Command- 
er Read has not equalled the Amer- 
ican navy record: either for dura- 
tion or distance in seaplane flying. 
The greatest achievement, it was 
said, lies in the fact that it was 
entirely overseas. 

On last April 25, Lieutenant Com- 
mander H. B. Crow piloted the navy 
seaplane F-5 for twenty hours and 
ten minutes continuous flight in the 
vicinity of Hampton Roads, Va.., 
covering a total of 1,350 miles, the 
wind velocity averaging 20 to 30 
miles per hour throughout the time 
of the flight. The [F-5, however, 
circled around in the region of the 
air station in her endurance test. 

NC-3 Carried Only Five Men. 

A belated report from Trepassey 
Bay, received at the navy depart- 
ment today, said the three trans- 
atlantic planes carried 1,630 gallons 
of gasoline each when they made 
the start for the Azores. The NC-4 
and the NC-1 carried their full 
crews of six men each, but the NC-3, 
flagship, carried only five men, 
Lieutenant Braxton Rhodes having 
been left behind. With Rhodes 
aboard, the message said, the NC-3 
would have carried an excess of 
185 pounds over either of the other 
planes. 

Messages sent by 
buses of the air’ 
plane and to the 
lined the 1,350-mile route to the 
Azores, the end of the first lap, 
were intercepted by the Cape Race, 
N. F., radio station, relayed to the 
American naval radio station at Bar 
Harbor, Maine, and thence sent to 
the navy department. . 

From the time the aerial yvoyagers 
left Trenassey Bay shortly after 6 
o'clock Friday evening, until they 
had passed destroyer No. 13, more 
than 600 miles out in the Atlantic. 
radio stations on this coast were 
able to trace their progress by in- 
terecepted radio messages exchanged 
between their commanders and 
with the Cape Race radio station 
and destroyers stationed along the 
route. 

The powerful government station 
at Otter Cliff, near Bar Harbor, 
Maine, kept the navy department 
“watch party’’ constantly informed 
regarding the dash of the expedition 
for more than eight hours. 


NC-4 AVERAGED 
90 MILES AN-HOUR. 

Horta, Island of Fayal, May 17.— 
The NC-4 averaged 90 miles per hour 
to Horta Bay, and, according to Lieu- 
tenant Commander Read, made the 
flight in 13 hours and 18 minutes. 

The three American seaplanes for 
a considerable time after their start 
from Trepassey flew virtually to- 
gether, but finally the NC-4 drew 
ahead. 

Commander Read looked to be in 
splendid condition on his arrival 
here. When about 200 miles from 
Corvo Island, he said, he met bad 
weather and fog. This continued 
to the end. His plane flew at an

New York, May 17.—The success- 
ful ocean flight of the American 
naval seaplanes, which were report- 
ed to have traversed two-thirds of 
the 1,350 miles’ cruise to the Azores 
when Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
returning from Europe _ stepped 
ashore from the transport Mt. Ver- 
non today, was attributed by the 
secretary to painstaking work in 
preparation for the undertaking. 

“There is no such thing as ‘navy 
luck.’’”’ said Mr. Daniels, when one 
of the party which greeted him at 
the pier, used the phrase in com- 
menting on the progress of the NC 
planes. 

“We have been working up to this 
flight for two years,” he continued, 
“and as in other projects within its 
sphere of activities, what the navy 
has done was due to a perfect sys- 
tem of operation.”

Awaiting sailing orders here is 
now at anchor, off Key West, a flo- 
‘tilla of ships of the type utilized 
by the United States navy in driv- 
ing the U-boat from the sea. This 
anti-submarine fleet will soon sail 
for New Orleans and from this port 
start on a cruise up the Mississippi 


river and its tributaries. It prom- 
ises to be the most novel, effective 
and educational expedition which 
the navy department has ever sent 
to the interior waters. 

The purpose in sending this fleet 
to the great inland rivers is to show 
the people of the Mississippi valley 
just what variety of vessels were 
employed by the navy in attacking 
the enemy submarine and in creating 
across the Atlantic the steel lane 
through which passed in safety the 
transports bearing our soldiers.

“It was on my twentieth birth- 
day, August 5, 1918, in the famous 
Argonne forest, that 1 received five 


,»machine gun bullets in my legs as 


a sort of birthday present from the 
Hun,” says Sergeant McCoy: 

“The rain-of bullets from the ma- 
chine guns brought me to the 
ground with hundreds of my com- 
rades, I crawled two miles _ to- 
wards a first aid station, then fell 
in a faint and lay there with shot 
and shell bursting around me. When 
I awakened I was looking into the 
eYes of a Salvation Army lassie, 
who had bound my wounds to check 
the flow of blood and who was 
bathing my face, bringing me back 
to consciousness. 

“She bade me 
said that she would carry 
the nearest first aid station, three 
miles away. She unloosened my 
equipment and carried me in mili- 
tary fashiong straight out over that 
perilous three miles. Time and 
again she stopped to regain her 
strength and each ‘time, after she 
was ready to go on, she would bathe 
my face.and make me as comfort- 
able as possible. How long,it took 
her to bring me through that shell 
ridden land I will never know, for 
I afterwards learned that I fainted

several times during the journey. It | 


was daylight when the lassie carried 
me to the first aid station, and, after 
she had placed me in the hands of 
the attendants there she sank to the 
ground unconscious,”’

Before returning to England, Miss 
Heyneman will make a transconti- 
nental tour of America, speaking 
before various women's clubs, Red 
Cross and Belgian war relief or- 
ganizations on» her work abroad. 
Her itinerary at present includes 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Washington, 
Baltimore, Boston, San Francisco, 
Pittsburgh, St. Louis and Denver. 

In Whirl of Terror. 

This little American woman, who 
landed in England on the day Ant- 
werp fell to the Germans found 
herself in a whirl of war terror 
and confusion. Belgian civilian ref- 
ugees, old and young, penniless and 
despairing, and Belgian soldiers, 
terribly wounded, were arriving in 
London by carloads. She establish- 
ed in London, after much difficulty, 
an institution which she named 
“California House,’ after her na- 
tive state, where the disabled de- 
|fenders of Namur and Liege and 
other Belgian strongholds, were 
nursed back to health and strength 
and taught language or vocations 
that fitted them to earn their own 
living. 

So successful was this adventure 
in war philanthropy that the Brit- 
ish Red Cross two years later en- 
listed Miss Heyneman’s_ services,

FRENCH FACTORIES 
BEGIN PEACE WORK 


Former Makers Of Imple- 
ments Of War Now Turn 
to Production Of Peace- 
time Necessities. 


Paris, April 17°—(Correspondence 
of the Assiciated $ress.)—The war 
manufactories of France, many of 
which have already been diverted 
again to peaceful pursuits, are turn- 
ing out a great variety of articles 
that are a far reach from the imple- 
ments of destruction which were 
being fabricated on armistice day. 
So far as possible the war machin- 
ery has been kept and is being em- 
ployed to make the things of peace 
to which it is» best adapted. 

Grenade founders are now making 
iron water piping, parts for agri- 
cultural machinery and non-rusting 
One important estab- 
lishment which was working on 
is now manufacturing lock- 
tools. In other shell works 
iron window shutters, pick-axes, 
portable anvils, safes and washing 
machines are being constructed. 
One plant which made parts for 
fighting-tanks is, strange as it may 
seem, constructing machines’ for the 
manufacture of paper and of choco- 
late. 

Former Aviation Works. 

Some of the aviation works have 
been diverted to strange produc- 
tions. One is turning out threshing 
machines. Others which made air- 


plane wings are making furniture.

‘CEREMONIAL 1S HELO ‘PROSPERITY PREDICTED 


FOR AMERICAN PEOPLE 


Predicting that with the resump- 


tion of international business, fol- 
lowing the war, America’s banking 
system will be one of the greatest 
4m the world, and that American 
banks will become as widely known 
in Europe as any of the old, estab- 
lished institutions of that continent, 
Robert F. Maddox, president of the 
Atlanta National bank, and one of 
the most prominent men in Ameri- 
can banking circles, delivered a 
stirring patriotic address along 
financial lines to the Alabama Bank- 
ers’ association at Montgomery last 
Thursday night. 

In beginning his speech, Mr. Mad- 
dox reviewed the causes fof an un- 
paralleled period of commercial 
prosperity that confronts this coun- 
try during the reconstruction period 
and the birth of new nations, and 
spoke warmly of the splendid man- 
ner in which the people of the 
United States defrayed the expenses 
of war by purchasing Liberty and 
Victory Bonds. 


Total Cost of War. 


“It .-has been estimated that the 
total cost of the war to the United 
States to July 1, -1919, will be 
$30,205,000,000,” he said. “Since we 
entered the war including the Vic- 
tory Loan, the government has is- 
sued $21,475,000,000 in bonds. As 
Secretary Glass has stated that this 
will be the last bond issue offered to 
the public, it is presumed the dif- 
ference between the bonds issued 
and the cost of the war will be 
covered by taxes, a large part of 
which has already been paid. 

“It is reasonable to assume that 
after next year onr annual budget 
should be about $3,000,000,000, 
which is three times more than our 
pre-war expenditures, but the bud- 
gets of the other countries, engaged 
in the world’s war promise to be 
than four times as much as 
year preceding the war. 
of trade in favor of 
beginning of 
war has reached the stupendous 
sum of $11,000.000,000, and has turned 
us frem a debtor to a creditor na- 
tion. But this has brought us face 
to face with new problems. It is 
very likely that it will be necessary 
for England, France and Italy to 
rigidly control their importations 
from this country until they can 
set in motion their own industrial 
enterprises and begin to create mer- 
chandise which can be used to off- 
set their adverse trade plans. 

Must Furnish Food. 

“It will be necessary for us to 
furnish food to feed tg" workers 
and raw materials to feed many 
of the machines of the world. But 
until the buying and selling 
throughout the world gets back toa 
nrore normal basis it will be neces- 
sary for the United States to ac- 
cept in payment for her exports 
foreign securities. This class of in- 
vestment is almost unknown in this 
country and it will be difficult to 
educate our people to buy them.

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GOVERNOR 1S READY 


TO ACTIN WIRZ CASE 


Governor Dorsey stated yesterday 
that he would issue requisition pa- 


| pers for Nyron E. Lackey and Har- 


old Lackey, who are charged with 
painting the Wirz monument in 
German colors, if the necessary 
papers were presented to him. 


This statement from Governor 
Dorsey followed the receipt of a let- 
ter by the governor from Lietenant 
Colonel Ira A. Rader, commander of 
Souther Field Americus, Ga., in 
which he gave out for the first 
time the facts in theinvestigation 
which he conducted at the field and 
asks that Governor Dorsey through 
the civil law bring the Lackey’s 
back to Georgia to stand trial for 
the crime of which they are accused. 

The letter from Colonel Rader 
te the governor setting out the 
facts follows: 


Celonel Raider’s Letter. 


“The regretable incident at An- 
dersonville, in which the*good name 
of this field has been lowered in 
the hearts of the southern people, 
has been a matter which has claim- 
ed the undivided attention of every 
officer at this field since the act 
was committed. I have had a 
searching investigation made and I 
desire you to know the comprete 
truth at this, the earliest moment 
that I have been able to get it my- 
self. 

“The investigation brought out 
the following facts: 

“Two civilians (brothers) were 
implicated, by the names of Myron 
E. Lackey and Harold Lackey. The 
former had been an officer of the 
air service stationed at this field, 
but was discharged from the ser- 
vice about ten days ago. The lat- 
ter was an enlisted man at Camp 
Gordon and was discharged from 
service also some time ago.

TEACHERS SALARY 
~ SCHEDULE FIXED 


As Result of Increase in 
Salaries Schools Wil] 
Probably be Closed Last 
Week in November and 
All of December. 


Supervisors in the Atlanta public 
schools and principals under the di- 
rection of Superintendent W. F. 
Dykes have completed after a 
week’s work the regrouping of the 
public school teachers which wil} 
determine the amount of salary in- 
crease they will receive as the re- 
sult of the action of the board of 
education at its regular meeting 


| several days ago in voting to revise 


the salary schedule permitting the 
teachers to receive more money. 
The increase became effective May 


'jJ, and amounts to an average raise 


of approximately 15 per cent. In the 
however, it 
was found that gome teachers would 
get more than 15 per cent added to 
their salary, while some will be 
paid less. 

When the work of regrouping had 
been finished it was found that 
$128,000 had been added to the pay 
roll in the public schools. “This,” 
said Mr. Dykes, “will make it «pos- 
sible that the schools will have to 
close down about five weeks.” He 
stated that this will be the last week 
in November and the month of De- 
cember, but that only four actual 
school weeks will be ost, since 
Christmas week of December is va- 
cation week anyway. 

Will Pass on Schedule, 

Monday afternoon the board of 
education will meet in session to 
consider the adoption of the sched- 
ule as worked out. 


Under the new system of group- 
ing, the salaries*of teachers will 
be based on period of service and 
college preparation, and was work- 
ed out several weeks ago by Charles 


+S. Culver with a corps of assistants 


from the teaching force of the 
schools, to supersede the method of 
grouping teachers on the old “merit” 
system, which has previously been 
the subject of so much: dissatisfac- 
tion among the teachers. 

The finance committee of the 
board of education which met Fri- 
day recommended two changes in 
the existing rules covering the re- 


teachers, 

One was the rule requiring a pe- 
riod of 15 years’ service in the 
schools before becoming eligible to 


advancement to the highest. group. 
| The finance committee recommend-

BEST TEACHERS LEAVING 
SCHOOLS, SAYS BRITTAIN

ed, the report begins with an ur- 
gent appeal for immediate and effi- 
cient action on the part of the 
state to better’ the working condi- 
tions and remuneration of the teach- 
ers employed in the schools of Geor- 
gia. 

“Thousands of the best and most 
energetic men and women left the 
schoolroom at the call of business 
and for much larger salaries,” Su- 
perintendent Brittain states. “This 
condition still exists and unless met 
with vigor by the state will leave 
the training of the rising generation 
largely to the ‘lame, the halt and the 
blind,’ or at least the immature rnd 
unprepared, and yet the teacher is 
the one tax-supported person upon 
whom the community depends to 
prevent crime, poverty, anarchy and 
disease—to keep of? I. W. W.-ism 
and the Bolsheviki. Education, like 
everything else of value, costs mon- 
ey and each locality or state has 
just as good as it really wishes. 
There will be no more important 
question during the meeting of the 
general assembly than that of pro- 
viding for the education of the chil- 
dren of Georgia. The ablest men in 
your body should be on the educa- 
tional committee and the whole 
your body should be on the educa- 
attention.” 

Favors Elder's Bill. 

The first recommendation of the 
report is in regard to finances by 
local support. Superintendent Brit- 
tain states that in beginning, the 
state might as well come to the real- 
ization at once that it must put more 
money into the training of the people 
and quit “playing” with this im- 
portant question. The school prob- 
lem, he adds, is of the greatest 
present importance to the state and 
the nation, and only two methods 
of raising funds are at hand—aid 
for the state treasury and by local 
taxation. 

“Judging by other’. states, our 
weakest point is in failing to se- 
cure local aid,” the report says. 
“Last year the Elders bill backed by 
every educational body in Georgia 
received 124 votes, for this purpose 
—only two less than required for a 
constitutional majority. This meas- 
ure will be presented to your body 
again. If passed, it will give the 
people of the state the right to say 
as to whether or not every county 
and community in Georgia should 
do something itself for education. 
Practically every commonwealth in 
the union has always required the 
‘(local community to do something, 
and local interest and intiative has 
always been found necessary ev- 
erywhere to make schools what they 
should be.” 

In dealing with the question of 
state aid, Superintendent. Brittain 
advocates the appropriation of at

“We shall agree to the proposal 
to increase the general tax rate, and 
ask in return the aid of all local] 
initiative and support as well,” Su- 
perintendent Brittain reports. “We 


need both to make our schools what 
they ought to be and to keep the 


state from defaulting in her obliga- 


tions.” 
National Aid. 


National aid for the schools can 
also be secur’d, according to the 
report, for the government is now 
engaged in measures to abolish il- 


literacy and bills have been intro- 
duced in congress under the pro- 
Visions of which Georgia would ie- 
ceive $775,350 besides other funds for 
health and rural education. This 
legislation made effective, Mr. Brit- 
tain states, would mean the consol- 
idation of local, state and national! 
aid in bettering education and would 
be a far step toward earnest grap- 
pling with our present problems. 
Superintendent Brittain’s report 
also attacks the system of improper 
taxation and declares that a proper 
declaration of property values would 
mean much to better education 
facilities in Georgia. The state 
school superintendent scores the 
property owner who holds his land 
unimproved, paying a ridiculous tax 
while neighboring property holders 
by their honest efforts make the 
former’s holding increase in value. 

“A just system of taxation will re- 
quire both these city and rural 
speculators to give more aid for the 
good of the communites which make 
them rich, instead of Jess to protect 
their holdings,” is the assertion. “It 
should be done, and further, a rich 
source of revenue for our schools 
should be found from inheritance 
taxes and large incomes which sup- 
port able-bodied men in idleness. If 
these fair and just sources of reve- 
nue are properly secured, we shall 
have funds enough to build good 
schools and pay salaries sufficient 
to give our children the best teach- 
ers possible.” 

Payment of Teachers. 
Superintendent Brittain’s state- 
ment also urgeg the prompt pay- 
ment of teachers, and advocates as 
the first step toward this a state 
bonding sufficient to run the schools 
for one year. According to the re- 
port, t schools and teachers lose 
$50,000 ahnually in discount and in- 
terest charges which are taken from 
the cational funds, This action 
has beerr suggested three times be- 
fore, and Superintendent Brittain 
again recommends its adoption. An 
extract from the report along this 
line is as follows: 

“While bonding the state for suf- 
ficient funds to meet the federal ap- 
propriation for improving our pub- 
lic highways, it will not be difficult 
to include enough to put the schools 
on a cash basis. The present ap- 
propriation to the public schools is 
Payment of Tenchers. 

$3,500,000. If you will pass a law 
to bond the state for $3,000,000 for 
education, it would remove the nec- 
essity for borrowing, and be suf- 
ficient, since nearly $500,000 is col- 
lected in September from coreora- 
tion taxes.

fourth grade. 
Superintendent Brittain also 
dwells on the importance of securing 
competent school supervisors and 
recommends that the legislature per- 
mit at least a salary of $3,000 per 
year and an annual expense fund of 
$900 for each of the supervisors. 
Another matter that Me stresses 18 
the importance of securing the full 
federa) allurement to schools for vo- 
cational training in Georgia. This 
means that Georgia must match the 
government dollar for dollar, but 
the state school superintendent 
points out the fact that such action 
is practically a necessity. 
Sub-Normal Children. 


Mr. Brittain touches on the im- 
portant problems of the training of 
sub-normal children and the estab- 
lishment of an illiteracy commission, 
He points out that, instead of allow- 
ing sub-normal children to become a 
burden to the state and community, 
training that could make them useé- 
ful should be provided. It is also 
recommended that an iHiteracy com- 
mission composed of eight.others be- 
side the governor and the state su- 
perintendent of sehools be created 
for the purpose of promoting the 
work of reducing illiteracy among 
botn whites and blacks in Georgia; 
that the commission. be provided 
with funds to reach every .person 
who is illiterate in-the state, and 
that legislation be enacted provid- 
ing for compulsorv attendance at 
classes on the part of illiterates.

Xochipilli Statae Found. 

Mexieo City, April 17—A statue 
of “Xochipilli,” Aztec god of flow- 


ers, has been discovered by Wil- 
liam Niven, an American arcaeoio- 
gist, who has been conducting in- 
vestigations for. many years in this 
city. The statuette, the first rep- 
resentation of the god known to 
have been discovered in virtually a 
perfect state of preservation in 
modern times, was dug up at Atz- 
capotzalco, a suburb of the capita! 
and which, prior to the eoming o 
Cortez, was the seat of a powerful 
Indian nation, but which at the time 
of the conquest was the great 
slave mart of the inhabitants of 
Tenostitlan, home of the Aztecs and 
the site of the modern city of Mex- 
ico. In addition to its slave trade, 
Atzcapotzalco was noted for its ex- 
pert jewelers and wonderfully cul- 
tivated gardens, “Xochipilli” is sup-

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About Soy Bedns. 


Soy beans have not recetved from 
the farmers of the south the con- 
sideration which is properly their 
due. We are slow in taking up new 
and valuable crops such as this. 
It was years and years before the 
culture of the cow pea became gen- 
eral even after its wonderful value 
as a soil builder was made known 
and preached from every corner. 
Now that we have taken it up as a 
general farm crop we are loathe 
to part with it and to take up any 
other crop in its place even when 
we half-believe the new crop is the 
better; we picked out all the faults 
of the new crop, but refuse to be- 
lieve that there are any with the 
cow peas. There is an old couplet 
which runs, “Be not the first by 
whom the new is tried, nor yet the 
last to lay the old aside.” 

We adhere closely to the teaching 
of the first part, but hesitate too 
long in-adopting the latter part of 
this saying. Really the saying is 
a wise one and by following it al) 
will avoid any serious mistake in 
taking too quickly to something new 
and untried and yet when once the 
value of anything is proven, we must 
not be too slow in taking it up. 
otherwise we will be getting be- 
hind in the procession and our neigh- 
bors who are more progressive will 
get ahead of us. If one does not 
agree to this saying, he may modify 
it in his practice to the extent of 
trying new things on a small scale 
only until he is assured of their 
value rather than to allow some one 
else to do all of this testing for 
him. So if we follow out this idea 
we will find that the soy bean has 
its place and when used with judg- 
ment can be made a valuable crop. 

In the first place, the soy bean is 
more hardy than the cow pea. Be- 


cause of this it has been grown 
more largely in the north than has 
the cow pea, though because of the 
shortness of the seasons there, dif- 
ferent varieties from those mos.

There are now mechanical harv- 
esters that gather the seed: they 
consist of large boxes, with a sort 
of slotin them, into which the vines 
Pass as the box, supported on 
wheels and frame, is driven down 
the rew; as the vines pass through 
the box, or as the box passes 
astride of the row and. vines, a 
beater on theinside of the box flails 
Out the seed, which falls into the 
bottom of the box on either side. A 
certain proportion of the _ seed. 
however, is lost by being knocked 
out through the open slot by 
beaters

Mam- 
moth Yellow, Biloxi and Otootan: 
the first named and the last named 
of these are of what may be termed 
the hay type. They have smaller 
stems and are bushy and spreading, 
while the Mammoth Yellow cnd the 
Biloxi are more upright, with 
woody stems and with fewer 
branches. 

Two crops of the Ito San or of 
many of the short season vatlieties 
can be easily grown in one season. 
With nearly all of the varieties the 
length of time to maturity is in- 
fluenced by the time of planting; 
with the Ito San less time is re- 
quired to maturity if planted after 
the soil is well warmed: with the 
Mammoth Yellow and other late va- 
rieties there is a tendency to ma- 
ture at a definite time of the fall, 
other things being equal, no matter 
what the time of plantine has been 
—Mammoth Yellow matures in late 
September or early October, and 
Otcotan matures about montn 
later, the Biloxi being intermediate 
and the Barchet slightly earlier 
than the Yellow. 

Soybeans for Oil. 

The oil of the soybean is’ used 
quite extensively in the making of 
paints. and varnishes as well as for 
food Durposes, soaps and many other 
things. In the manufacture of oil 
the yellow soybean only is used, 
Since it gives oil of a very clear 
color and the dark colored varieties 
do rot. Much of the oi] used is 
ported from the orient, or the beans 
are imported and the oil extracted 
by mills in this country. The meal 
resulting from this extraction is a 
valuable feed product and has also 
been used to great extent in 
making of mixed fertilizers in place 
of cotton seed meal or other ni- 
troger%us material. The oil con-

Financial Circles That. 
Refusal of Germans to. 
Sign Treaty Is Only 
Temporary. 


New York, May 17.—(Special.)— 
With the volume of trading eoaeses 
and heavier each succeeding day, 
and with further advances in prices, 
it is evident that investment buying 
is to continue, although there have 
been signs for some time that the 
more speculative stocks are becom- 
ing somewhat top-heavy. The total 
number of million share days on 
the New York stock exchange is 
now close to forty for the past 
three months, which is close to a 
record for the period. 

The full success of the Victory 
Liberty Loan, which had been an- 
ticipated in the security market, 
produced a large addition to the 
general bullishness of sentiment in 
banking and financial circles, while 
another favorable factor was the 
reports that an enormous volume 
of new orders for steel products 
will be placed within the next few 
weeks, which lent strength not only 
to th esteel stocks, but to the whole 
market. 

News from Europe was not of a 
definite mature, in regard to the | 
chances that the peace terms will 
be accepted by the German people, 
but it is the general opinion in 
financial circles that the terms will 
be accepted by the German govern- 
ment. It is felt that even if there 
is a temporary refusal to sign them, 
that the allies are in a position to 
enforce their acceptance, and that, 
therefore, actual peace is not far 
off. It is also felt that a peaceable 
settlement of all of the differences 
that now exist, such as those over 
Fiume and the state of warfare 
with the Bolsheviki, will be arrived 
at in the next few weeks. The real 
strength of the stock market, how- 
ever, is not due so much to these 
passing affairs, that would not dis- 
turb the market much even if they 
did not turn out favorably, as to the 
gZrowing prosperity of the country 
and the outlook for many years of 
active growth in many lines of in- 
dustry. 

Record-Breaking Export Trade. 

The present export trade is rec- 
ord breaking, but it is almost a 
certainty that it will grow steadily 
during the next few years. Busi- 
ness at home is well through the 
reconstruction period and is on @ 
peace basis, many lines of trade re- 
 podagge J the greatest volume of or-. 
ders since before the war, and oth- 
ers looking forward to good busi- 
ness quite soon. These conditions 
existe to some extent while the 
war was on, but the needs of the 
nation for war materials represent- 
ed but a temporary gain to a few 
industries, while the present activi- 
ty in so many lines is expected to 
benefit all lines of business sooner 
or later. 

Furthermore, during the war, the 
only real strength in securities was 
in those of a speculative kind, while 
the investment stocks were largely 
neglected. The present buying wave 
in the security markets has been 
‘largely due to the absorption of 
better grade investment issues. It 
is still reported that a compara- 
tively small proportion of the total 
buying has been on margin, al- 
though fears are expressed in some 
circles that the margin business is 
on the increase. 

If this proves true, the bull mar- 
kets may be nearly over, as weakly 
margined accounts always 80 weaK- 
en the technical position of a mar- 
ket that it is easily shaken out. 
Bears have not dared do much ow- 
ing to the strong technical position 
of the market, but if speculative 
orgies are seen, bears will then do 
what they ean to help on the in- 
evitable crash. Railroad stocks were 
stronger during the past week as a 
result of the spreading belief that 
congress will undertake a number 
of readjustments of the railroad sit- 
uation. with the possibility fore- 
een that the roads will be returned 
to their owners and higher rates 
also granted before the year is over. 
The oil, motor, food company, ship- 
ping and similar specialty shares 
continued in favor during the past 
week, 
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Success of Loan. 

The entire success of the Victory 
Liberty Loan removes a _ possible 
burden. from the banks, especially 
as the subscriptions assure a wide 
distribution of the bonds. If the 
loan had been only a partial suc- 
cess, the banks would have had to 
undertake a part of the burden in 
addition to financing many buyers, 
but now there will be no tying up 
of bank funds excepting for a few 
weeks until the majority of the 
larger holders of Victory Bonds 
have paid for them or made def- 
inite borrowing arrangements. 
‘Hence, while call money was fair- 
ly firm, it was not as high as had 
been generally expected and it js 
expected in banking circles’ that 
even the enormous demand for 
funds which will undoubtedly be 
seen in the next few months will 
be met wtihout any alarming rise in 
loaning rates. e country never 
had more liquid capital, according 
to the opinion of authorities, and 
was never better prepared for a pe- 
riod of business expansion. Loans 
have been made in enormous volume 
to Europe and Canada, and further 
loans are expected. 

Break in Francs. 


A sharp break in francs to the 
lowest level on record was the fea- 
ture of the foreign exchange mar- 
ket during the past week. Italian 
money also showed heavy decline. 
Francs have been under pressure in|! 
this market for over a month since 
the withdrawal of artificial support 
here. The peg was also removed 
several weeks ago on sterling ex- 
change, but it has been firm, as 
compared with francs. Canadian 
exchange continues downward, with 
a premium of not quite 3 per cent 
on American dollars in Canadan, | 
This is a direct result of the enor- 
mous trade which the United States 
has developed in the Dominion, much 
of it being goods that were for- 
merly gotten from Great Britain. 

A flood of new offering followed 
the Victory Loan, with corporations, 
municipalities, states, etc., now in 
the market for funds after severa) 
months’ wait. It is understood that | 
many of the offerings already placed | 
have been taken up and that the | 
outlook is good for successful finan- | 
cing at the present time. For weeks | 
the bond market as a whole was | 
dull owing to the preparations fo: 
the Victory Loan, and it has been | 
dull during the past week owing 
to the many new issues, but it is 
now believed that it is only a ques- | 
tion of a week or two before the | 
long-expected expansion of bond} 
trading will take place. There are 
many millions of dollars said to be 
awaiting good investment opportu- 
nities, and it is thought that there 
is small chance of further decline 
in bond values, and that therefore 
investments are ripe now. The ac- 
tivity in stocks, also, has paved the | 
way for increasing interest in bonds 
whenever the closer followers of | 
the stock market are ready to sell 
Stocks and buy bonds. 

Several increases in  4dividen’s/! 
have been reported during the past | 
week. It is believed that this ten- 
dency will be followed hy stock 
dividends in the near future, provia- |! 
ed that the wovernment decides that 
stock distributions are not income. 
and further increases in cash rates 
bv a number of corporations. Since | 
the signing of the armistice, there 
has been a retrenchment in dis- 
bursements, but it is believed that 
this is no longer Necessary in many 
lines of trade, and that more _lib- 
eral policies e--— be »ursued toward | 
Stockholders. 

Railroad Deficit. 

The president of an important 
railroad is authority for the state- | 
ment that the government has not 
only had a large deficit.in its oper- | 
ation of the railroads, but that there | 
has been an additional concealed de- | 
ficit in the shape of failure to pros | 
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vide sufficient amounts for main- 
tenance and for new equipmenc. He 
stated that insufficient new work 
had been done to put the roads in 
the best condition, giving figures 
showing that the government had 
not used the normal and necessary 
reconstruction 
work nor replaced worn out freight 
cars. Many financial authorities 
foresee that the railroads will have 
serious problems to face when the 
time comes that they are returned 
to their owners. Despite this, specu- 
lative and investment buying of 
railroad stocks and bonds has been 
on an increasing scale recently. 
Although the production of crude 
oil has shown material increase in 


/recent months, the latest reports of 
refinery production and stocks show 


that the consumption of oil products 
is in excess of the supply not only 
of refined output but of crude. A 
number of refineries have taken 
more oil from the pipe lines in the 
last two months than ever before, 
yet report a decrease in surplus 
atocks. Gasoline prices are  be- 
lieved to be heading upward. It is 
because of this situation. also the 
continued large sales of automo- 
biles and other consumers of oil 
products, that oil stocks have con- 
tinued to advance, many of them 
now selling at higher levels than 
before the war or during the war 
boom, : 

Silver has sold at the highest price 
of the past twenty-eight years dur- 
ing the past week, largely as a 
result of the removal of export re- 
strictions on the metal. Buying bv 
Asiatic countries in the London 
market has been very heavy and is 
the principal cause of the advance. 
At the highest point, silyer prices 
were verv close to the 1 to 16 ratio 
with gold, over which such strong 
differences of oninion in financial, 
banking and political circles arose 
a generation ago. As a resuit of 
the rise in silver, it is reported that 
a number of mining enterprises 
abandoned several years ago, will be 
taken up again. 

Exnert buvinze on a large scale 
and improved demand here caused 
an advance in copner prices during 
the past week to 16 cents a pound. 
as compared with a recent low level 
of 15% cents. The copper produc- 
ine and marketing. interests are 
qauite hopeful of further exnansion 
in business, some of them looking 
for 20-cent copper within the next 
months. As a result of cur- 
tailment of production, the present 
consumption of covnpér is in excess 
of the output. and the large aeccu- 
mulation at the time of the ending 
of the war being steadily 
moved from the market. 

Optimism in Steel. 
advance of prices for some 
products, better buying, especially 
for export, and the dissolution of 
the government’s price-fixing board 
were among the _ factors which 
brought about a new optimism in 
the steel market. It is now gener- 
ally believed that no further de- 
clines of unfilled tonnages will be 
reported after the current month, 
with the possibility that even the 
May report will show new buaeiness 
in as heavy volume as deliveries of 
finished steel. The government will 
be in the market for 400,000 tons 
of steel for the railroads, while a 
number of trades are increasing 
their demands at the present time. 
The expected revival of building 
throughout the United States is an- 
other cause of greater optimism In 
the market. 

The cotton market was strong as 
a hole during the past week, as a 
direct result of trade buying, cou- 
pled with lighter offerings in the 
south by spot holders. The poor 
condition of the crop in several 
parts of the belt and its late start 
also make followers of the market 
bullish. Exports have been some- 
what disappointing, but the forma- 
tion of a huge export company 1s 
believed to forecast an 
demand. 
terest in the market and plenty of 
bears. but for the time the bullish 


element seem to be in control.

BRADSTREET’S REPORT 
ON LOCAL CONDITIONS 


Manufacturing and industry is active. Re- 
tail trade is good, thougn cool and rainy 
weather retarded during the early part of 
the week. This has been offset by bright 
weather during latter part of week. 

Many visitors are here attending Southern 
Baptist convention and this has given an 
added stimulus to trade, especially the 
department stores. Many special sales are 
being conducted by leading department 
stores and their business is of large vol- 
ume, much of it being on a cash basis.

RED CROSS TACKLES 
HEAVY JOB AT TOMSK 


Tomsk, Siberia,, March 12.— (Spe- 
cial.)—Five hundred people were 
frozen to death in the city of Tomsk 
early this winter; thousands had 
frozen feet or hands, and will go 
through life maimed partly or whol- 
ly unable to work. 

In the district of Tomsk there 
are 150,000 reiugees, the majority 
from European Russia. Most of 
them are penniless; without money 
and without homes in a climate 
where in winter the temperature 
often reaches 60 degrees beiow zero. 
They live and herd in any sort of 
hovel or hole that offers them shel- 
ter. 

Into this district the American 
Red Cross has come and is’ begin- 
ning a work that already has saved 
many lives and will save many 
others. Scattering its workers—and 
they have been few considering the 
vast field to be covered—the Red 
Cr6éss has placed units in cities 
where the need seemed most press- 
ing. | 

lt was late in January when four 
American girls reached Tomsk and 
organized Red Cross work there. In 
two months they have made rapid 
progress and laid the foundations 
for an efféctive relief campaign 
this spring and summer. 


Typhus Fever. 


Tomsk is so crowded with refu- 
gees that when typhus fever broke, 
all relief work among these refugees 
had to go hand-in-hand with medi- 
cal and sanitary measures. The first 
investigations which the Red Cross 
unit made showed tha typhus was 
spreading rapidly, that all of the 
places where the refugees massed 
were points of infection and dissem- 
ination, and that it was useless to 
distribute clothing or attempt feed- 
ing unless means were first devised 
to stop the spread of the deadly 
epidemic. 

Facilities for meeting’ the emerg- 
ency were difficult to obtain, be- 
cause every building was filled. 
With the cooperation of the Ameri- 
can consul and of the city authori- 
ties, the Red Cross after some weeks 
procured a group of barracks which 
had been used to house temporarily 
immigrants from European Russla 
sent before the war by the govern- 
ment bureaus at Petrograd. This 
group of buildings has been refitted 
into a receiving and clearing station 
for refugees. The Red Cross, carry- 
ing out its plan of attacking disease 
Simultaneously with destitution, has 
taken over 18 barracks into which 
the refugees have herded, and each 
of these barracks will be cleaned 
and disinfected in turn, their in- 
habitants meanwhile being housed 
at the clearing-station. This sta- 
tion 1s provided with baths, disin- 
fecting apparatus for clothes. dis- 
Awa and simple hospital facil- 
ities. 

Sewing Room. 


Under the direction of the Red 
Cross unit, there has been estab- 
lished a sewing-room where refu- 
gee women are given employment. 
The city gave rent-free a large, 
well-lighted room in the center of 
the city and a number of sewing 
machines, American made. by the 
way. In this connection, there oc- 
curred an incident typical of what 
Bolshevism has done in Russia. Dur- 
ing the regime of the Bolshevists, 
the sewing achines were put out 
of comMMesion. deliberately, as it 


te 
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appears, and it was nécessary to 
send to Irkutsk for sPare parts and 
for repairing materials. The sew- 
ing room, once opened, proved im- 
Ynediately popular. Scores of appli- 
cations by women for work at the 
room had to be refused because the 
number of machines wag limited. 

For the first month of its regime 
in Tomsk, the Red Cross had offices 
at the American consulate, but has 
recently been given roomy offices 
and a two-story warehouse—the of- 
fer coming from a Russian whose 
Interest in the Red Cross had 
heightened to appreciation at its 
energetic attacks on the refugee 
problem. 

: Offer of Clinic. 

This same touchstone of apprecia- 
tion brought an offer from the 
Tomsk University Medical school to 
turn over to the Red Cross its clin- 
‘cal hospital. The university schcol, 
like many another educational in- 
stitution in Siberia, has been hard 
hit by the ravages of war and revo- 
lution. It turned to the Red Cross 
to enable it to continue its own 
fine work and also assist in ha- 
dling disease among the hordes of 
refugees, and the Red Cross has ar- 
ranged to take over the hospital, 
with the Russian doctors and nurses 
remaining, American doctors. to 
come in, and the hospital to be 
operated on cooperative basis. 

With a limited staff, the Red 
Cross is carrying on a considerable 
work of investigation among the 
refugees and daily finds cases of 
typhus fever and other infectious 
disease. These are reported to the 
city sanitary commission and iso- 
lated for treatment. 

All of the Red Cross work focuses 
on the point of providihe immediate 
relief to meet the emergency until 
the refugees. can become self-sup- 
porting. Employment is difficult 
to obtain. The Red Cross is devel- 
oping plans to provide employment 
for the womeng and get the 
children to school and expects that 
when spring comes a large propor- 
tion of the men now idle can find 
work either on the farms or the 
Trans-Siberian railroad and its 
stops.

Diamond Supply 


Chicago, Ill., May 17.—(Special.)—

A Chicago jeweler recently went 
to Néw York to meet several Hol- 
land diamond cutters who come to 
this country twice a year to meet ~ 
ih Sig American importers. In- 
stead of being able to transact his 
business in a few days, as in previ- 
ous years, he was detained six weeks 
before he was able to choose any- 
thing like an adequate supply. 

“It is remarkable how short the 
market is,” said he, “and how repid- 
ly prices are advancing on the bet- 
ter class of stones. Some of the 
biggest cutters in the world, who 
usually have millions of dollars 
worth of splendid gems to show 
their customers, have practically 
nothing this year.” 

Perhaps it is the way of the world.

= \ complete, thorough, exhaustive 
and impartial survey of Atlanta’s 
system of government is made ill 
the more necessary by the efforts 
to thwart it. 

Public sentiment in favor of the

DAIRYING IN GEORGIA. 
A cheese factory has been “dis- | 


covered” in Georgia! 

The state dairy inspector, Henry 
T. Branham, upon his return re- 
cently from an official tour ‘of 
north Georgia, reported that he 
found such an institution “in opera- 
tion on a good commercial basis”’ 
at Young Harris; and it is the only 
factory of its kind in this state. 

If there is any state on the Ameri- 
can ccntinent that is peculiarly 
adapted to the dairying industry, 
Georgi~ is such a state! 

Good soil, copious rainfall, cli- 
matic adaptability and long “grow- 
ing’’ seasons, conducive to the pro- 
‘duction of feedstuffs cheaply and in 
labundance; expansive areas for 
| pasturing: plenty of trees for shade 
| and from which to procure cheap 
material for buildings and fences; 
unlimited supply of the purest of 
water, in all parts of the state; a 
large population, every member of 
which is a dairy products con- 
sumer; the state is well supplied 
with railroads for the transporta- 
tion of product in excess of home 
demand, and we are. near to the 
greatest marketing and distributing 
centers in the world. 

This is a natural ‘“‘cow state,” if 
there is such a state in the union. 

All Georgia needs, therefore, to 
become as great a dairying state as 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana or Iowa, 
is cows, and men and women who 
understand the business or are will- 
ing to learn, who have enterprise, 
ambition, confidence in Georgia’s 
greatness, and who have vision 
enough to enable them to see the 
possibilities that lie tarther down 
the lane. 

Georgia produces. considerable 
milk and cream, and some butter; 
but, with ‘he exception of the small 
output of the Young Harris plant— 
which was established only last 
June—every pound of the thousands 
'of pounds of cheese consumed in 
this state every year is imported, 
and the money paid for it goes into 
the pockets of manufacturers and 
tradesmen outside of Georgia.

Returning Soldiers and Georgia Farms 
BY SARGE PLUNKETT 


In conversing with the returning 

soldiers it is natural for us all to 
talk of things pertaining to the de- 
struction and hardships of war. 
There is another line and a better 
trend if we will only drop the grue- 
some and talk of what the soldiers 
have seen and learned on the line 
of agricultural pursuits. 
Of course the country over there 
not in a normal condition, but, 
like the valley of the Shenandoah in 
Virginia, the Georgia soldier could 
see what it had been, and many 
profited by the observation. 

When Georgia troops went. to 
Virginia few of them had ever seen 
a two-horse plow, and none of them 
had seen such barns, shelters for 
tools and implements, rocky land 
turned to profit by building ever- 
lasting fences or any effort for sav- 
ing the soil from washing away. 
The science of farming before that 
war was simply to see who could 
have the straightest rows. Up hill 
and down hill we plowed; a straight 
row was all the pride we had in 
agriculture, and, as to implements, 
plows and harness, we had no 
plows worthy the name, and our 
harness consisted of hames, traces, 
a shuck collar and a rude backband 
made from old cotton bagging, with 
one rope line to jerk for gee and 
pull for haw—it took ten or twelve 
furrows to plow out the rows on a 
Georgia plantation with the univer- 
sal “scooter” that were swent out at 
one round in Virginia, Maryland and 
Pennsylvania. 

Lessons in North. 

Georgia soldiers were quick to see 
that farming in those states was a 
very different proposition to what 
they had ever Known. They saw 


that the implements and the shelter 
to eare for the implements cost 
those people as much as the land, 
implements and all on a Georgia 
plantation. On the way up the val- 
ley to Winchester they saw a road 
that was a wonder to those used to 
the Georgia roads. They saw har- 
ness on big horses that the hame- 
strings represented almost as much 
leather as was used in the entire 
outfit of the harness on a Georgia 
mule. When they looked upon such 
as this they wondered how Georgia 
products ever had arrive at mari«et 
over roads that were kept up -by 
piling pine brush in the ruts with 
just a little dirt on top, to wash 
awav at every rain, and they smiled 
to think that the average ‘“Geor- 
ria Cracker” had been boastful of 
their dear old state under such con- 
ditions. 

Joseph E. Brown would never 
have been elected governor the first 
time had it not been pressed that 
he was raised to plow a steer and 


had seen the day when he spent all 
day Sundays” cracking chestnut 
burrs with his bare heels.

John Keller, who came here 
from Switzerland forty years Rgg0, 
has fully demonstrated to the peo- 
ple of DeKalb that this is as good a 
country as any part of Europe. His 
farm is a thing of beauty to look 
upon and filled with profitable sug- 
gestions as an object lesson. Qur 
returning soldiers have seen things 
in Europe that makes them know 
just why Mr. Keller has made such 
a success, and they will be intelli- 
gent enough to profit by it, if they 
have the proper co-operation from 
land owners. Co-operation among 
farmers can cure every inconven- 
ience or blight there is in the agri- 
cultural pursuits of the south, and 
then the world will come to know 
that the southern states have more 
to be thankful for than any country 
of Europe, making any product they 
make there and many things they 
can never produce. 

Since the close of the war between 
the states farm methods have im- 
proved wonderfully, so much so till 
we are ready to say that if the 
soldiers now returning will do as 
well as those who returned then, in 
a short time the southern states 
will be the greatest producers of 
cattle, of hogs, of corn, of wheat 
and oats, of all the hays, including 
clover, and many other things, with 
cotton to clothe the world, ever 
known in the world. As slavery was 
a slight, so the tenant system is not 
the best, and the land owners are 
about as much to blame as the 
tenant. If a tenant, better than the 
rest, strives for improvement, . up 
goes the rent, and this is so com- 
mon till the average tenant has no 
heart for improvement. The remedy 
is now at hand, the opportune time 
is here for cutting the big farms 
into small tracts and encourage the 
returning soldiers to enter agricul- 
ture.

Bolshevism Gripped Hungary 
Because of Gloomy Outlook 


By Nevin O. Winter. 

Budajest, Hungary, May 10.—By 
Courier to Paris.)—At last I have 
caught up with Bolshevism, or Bol- 
shevism has overtaken me. This 
strange type of political panacea, 
which has caused many sleepless 
nights for allied statesmen,descend- 
ed into middle Europe since I land- 


ed on this continent of turmoil and 
unrest. Since Bolshévism advanced 
part of the way to meet me I have 
closed the intervening gap and met 
it face to face here in Budapest. 
What still remains of the proud old 
kingdom of Hungary unoccupied by 
enemies is now in the grip of the 
real Russian type of Bolshevism. 

The outward life in this ancient 
capital of the Magyars, in so far as 
it appears to unobservant eyes, is 
moving along tranquilly and order- 
ly. The red flag of international- 
ism, however, is flying from all 
public buildings and each mem- 
ber of the army called the red 
army, wears a red insignia either 
upon his hat or his coat. I have 
ridden here and there in govern- 
ment automobiles which flew this 
same emblem of radicalism, some- 
thing which I had never dreamed of 
doing. Proclamations are posted 
everywhere giving the radical or- 
ders of the temporary government, 
the unobservance of which is pun- 
ishable by death. The scanty sur- 
Plus stocks of paper are thus being 
rapidly exhausted, so that news- 
papers have been reduced to a 
maximum of four and sometimes 
only two pages, the greater part of 
which is devoted to official notices. 

I am unaware of the news which 
has reached the United States con- 
cerning Bolshevists in Hungary, for 
real newspapers are about as scarce 
as the foods you crave. The fact 
is that the transformation was al- 
most bloodless. Count Karolyi, who 
had been president since the October 
revolution, and who had always heen 
a friend of the entente, staked his 
all on the peace conference, and es- 
pecially upon President Wilson. 
There are posters still to be seen 
where these words appear under- 
neath his picture: “In Wilson and 
Wilson Only Is Peace.” As the de- 
cision at the conference was delayed 
from week to week hope became 
fainter and fainter. When a note 
arrived that Rumania was permit- 
ted another generous slice of Hun- 
arian territory, Karolyi became 
despondent and on the succeeding 
night the government was transfer- 
red to the radical socialist group. 
The people awakened to find Bol- 
shevism in their midst and evervy- 
thing communized by official de- 
crees. The transformation was ac- 
cepted quietly, so that only isolated 
skirmishing has occurred in which 
three or four have been killed. 

No Resistance. 

“How does it come that there 
has been no violence?” I asked a

“You were associated with Lenine 
for a considerable time. What do 
you think of him?” 

Then it was that Bela Kun’s eyes 
lighted up, as he said: “AXh, he is 
a wonderful personality. He is the 
greatest man of the age. and the 
greatest disciple of Marxism who 
has ever lived.” 

This government is certainly ‘“‘do- 
ing things.” Within less than a 
month almost the entire establish- 
ed order of things has been overs 
turned. Some of the innovations 
are not so bad. For instance, tip- 
Ping has been abolished in all res- 
taurants. Merchants, who were 
profiteering, have been compelled to 
sell their stocks out below cost. 
Hence one sees many closed blinds 
along the principal streets of this 
city of almost two millions. The 
large fashionable clubs are now in 
the possession of the workingmen 
and their councils. There is scarce- 
ly any ordinary activity of life 
Which has not heen revolutionized. 

Hungary is really in a most de- 
plorable condition, and I have deep 
sympathy for her in her diistress. 
Rumania has occupied all of Tran- 
Sympathy for her in her distress, 
vitals beyond that old historie sec- 
tion. She has occupied territory, 

with the consent of the 
allied council, which is as predomi-

In the matter of swimming the outdoor girl 
has, in fact, broken all the traditions, for she is 
showing not only skill but endurance. Moreover, 
she is inventing strokes. It’s the old story—men 
will have to look after their laurels.

Even boxing and wrestling no longer seem as 
astonishing as they once might as features of 
women’s sports, though neither is ever likely to 
come into comparison with activities more within 
the reach of the average girl. It is significant 
that Vera Roehm’s argument for wrestling 
makes appeal on the ground of health. 
“A more vigorous womanhood” is made 
the plea for every sort of physical activ- 
ity Naturally, such pleas will be subject 
to individual revision.

The point that exercise in the open is a big 
thing for the race is well taken. When the 
jndividual girl makes her wise choice she 
is sure of better health.

Bismarck, who was one of the 
most cold blooded monsters in history, 
saw to it that the Cavariars in the war of 
1870 were always placed in the most ex- 
posed positions and gave their troops 
eredit for bravery only after their death.

Napoleon having suppressed the 
ecclesiastical states in 1803 presented to 
Bevaris in return for her concessions the 
estates of the Bishoprics of Wurzburg 
Bemberg, Augsburg and Freisingen. part 
Passau and the possessions of twelve 
abbeys and seventeen cities and villages, 
vwhich are still Bavarian and form a con- 
tiguous area in the western part of the 
country. 

A treaty alliance with France was 
signed at Wurzbure in 1905, and Bavarian

the same year the French Emperor gave to 
Kkavaria a number of petty lordships and 
countships, Eichstadt, Burgau and the city 
of Landau, and recognized the elector as 
king. This treaty was signed at Press- 
(burg. But the great reform came three 
years later, when at the instigation of 
Napoleon all the surviving governments 
of little diets and corporations were abol- 
ished. All privileges and exemptions were 
replaced by providing equality /before the 
law and for purposes of taxation, abolition 
of serfdom, security of person and "rop- 
erty, freedom of conscience and liberty of 
the press. 


Bavaria in 1809 again aided France 
against Austria and as a result ceded the 
southern Tyrol to Italy, in return receiv- 
ing part of Salzburg and the principall- 
ties of Bayreuth and Regensburg.

The date of the celebration of peace in 
Britain is yet uncertain, though June is 
still spoken of. He is wise who refuses 
to prophesy, but it is safe to prophesy one 
thing, and that is when the peace night 
revels do come off they will be fast and 
furious, with bonfires and beacons and 
squibs and crackers,- and, with the sanc- 
tion of the War Office, a barrage of star 
shells and lights, with the long 
white beams from scores of searchlights 
illuminating the whole. There will be no 
end of light and laughter, pageants and 
plays and shows, and the whole Empire, 
circled by a chain of fire, will rejoice. 

Under the direction of a committee of 
members of Parliament. presided over by 
Mr. J. G. Butcher. M. P., Peace Celebra- 
tions, Beacons, and Bonfires Committees 
have been formed al! over the kingdom, 
which have arranged that the genera! il- 
lumination of the whole kingdom wil! 
commence simultaneously at eleven P. M. 
on the night fixed. 
As the use of valuable fuel is to be de- 
precated at this time, the Admiralty and 
War Office are supplying the large sud- 
plus stocks of Dover flares, rockets and 
handlights at the very lowest possible 
prices, so that for even the smallest com- 
munities they may be cheap enough. The 
flares, the invention of the late Wing 
Commander Brock, brilliantly illuminate 
an area of three miles radius. They burn 
for seven and a half minutes, weigh 
ninety pounds, stand three feet high by 
eight inches diameter, are non-explosive 
and are fired by friction, so that they 
are safe enough even to the most inex- 
perienced. Eight of these flares will 
maintain the illumination for an hour, 
and conveyed to mountain tops in suffi- 
cient number the whole Empire should 
be made bright as day for an hour even 
on the darkest, moonless and clondiest 
night.

That war between a decadent emperor} 
and a statesman, cynica! but ambitious of 
making a Prussian dynasty master of 
Europe, had little glory for either side. 
The first military disaster overturned 
both empires—Napoleon at Sedan, Will- 
iam at Spa. The spectacle of the French 
raler, however, calmly surrendering his 
sword and going to captivity and then io| 
exile is far more dignified than that of! 
the cowardly German Empcror fleeing in 
panic to the castle of a friend in a neutral 
country. 

Bavaria’s presext plight is due to her 
disregard of the cld copybook maxim that 
“Evil communications corrupt good man- 
ners,” for nearly all her troubles arose 
from her association with the northern 
German states. Speaking the same tongue, 
there was a furdamental difference in 
temperament and in religion. The North 
Germans were Protestants, the Bavarians 
Catholics. The consequence was that. 
aside from the political rivalry, but closely 
connected with it, there was a religious 
struggle. 

The Jesuits, who had been suppressed 
by Pope Clement XIV. in a decree issued 


on July 21, 1773, because they meddled in\years and Prussia, therefore, would have 


politics, as the decree states, and who 
evaded the Pope’s crder by continuing! , 
s clandestine existence in Russia and 
Prussia, were fully restored in 1814 and 
attempted to suppress the ideas of liberty 
of worship which were gaining ground 
everywhere despite intolerance and big- 
otry.

Napoleon’s fall the Congress of 
Vienna gave back to Austria Salzburg, 
but after a dispute lasting several years 
Bavaria was allowed to retain the sepa- 
rate district of the Palatinate of the 
Rhine, west of the river, an ancient pos- 
session of the House of Witelsbach, which 
is now in the occupied territory held by 
French troops This district was con- 
guered by Napoleon and was under 
French rule from 1802 to 1815. The popula- 
tion is German and should Bavaria re- 
main separated from the rest of Ger- 
many she will probably be allowed to 
retain it by the League of Nattions. 
Just north of the Palatinate, in the Rhine 
Province of Prussia, is Birkenfeld, which 
was given by the Congress of Vienna to 
the Grandduchy of Oldenburg. from 
which it also is entirely separated. Such 
distinct parts of several German states 
have existed for more than a hundred

no cause for complaint were East Prus- 
sia separated from the larger part of 
Prussia by the proposed Polish corridor 
to Danzig, East Prussra herself was thus 
cut off from the rest of the kingdom 
for vears and the loud German complaints 
against such an arrangement now are 
pure camouflage. 

Montgelas had been dismissed from 
office in 1817 but his policy still ruled in 
Bavaria. A constitution was proclaimed 
and a parliament established. The equality 
of all religions was guaranteed and the 
rights of Protestants was protected, which 
the Pope denounced as a breach of the 
concordat. 

Maximilian died in 18235 and was suc- 
ceeded by Ludwig I., who started by ap-

Channe] tunnel companies already in ex- 
istence. Already the British government 
has called for the fullest information as re- 
cards both existing works and plans, and 
these have been prepared under the direc- 
of Mr. Tempest, chief engineer of the 
Southeastern and Chatham Company, who 
has been associated with Sir Francis Fcex 
in the initial enterprise

Soil Conditions 


The piercing of the tunnel would be a 
very easy matter, as experiments have 
shown, but Mr. Sartiaux laid stress on the 
fact that the boring will have to be done 
through the soil of what is termed in 
French ‘‘ecraie grise.”” Lengthy scientific 
‘xperiments and soundings have deter- 
mined the exact location of this layer, and 
unless unexpected difficulties are en- 
countered, the piereing could probably be 
carried out without difficulty. This layer 
has been found to be impervious. 

Researches up to '!875 tended to the 
theory that there existed at the bottom of 
the Channe! a layer of this earth, which is 
known geologicaliy as “craie cenomani- 
enne,”’ or ‘‘craie grise de Rouen;” that this 
layer ran from one coast to another, with 
complete inperviousness and sufficient 
depth, about sixty metres, without inter- 
ruption, and that it would thus be suitable 
for a tunne! joining the two countries. 

The French: Channel Tunnel Company 
vet out to verify this hvpothesis and the 
result of its inquiry is the map of the bot- 
tom of the Channel, the work of the em- 
inent French engineers, Potier and Lap- 
parent. They succeeded in completing it 
after having effected 7.672 soundings with 
the aid of a small steel bell with a sharp 
edge. Of these soundings 2,000 furnished 
reliable geological data for the map, which 
is a masterpiece of combined hydrography 
and geology. 
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GERMANY MUST SURRENDER ALL 
GAINS BY AGGRESSION IN CHINA 
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Peace Demands Are Approved by Both| 
the United States 
Britain. 
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[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. ! 

PARIS, Saturday.—China’s terms to Ger- 
many are substantially follows:—(1) 
Termination of all treaties and relinquish- 
ment of most favored nation treatment: 
(2) Tsingtau to be opened to foreign trade 
and residence after formal abrogation of 
the German lease by the German govern- 
ment: (3) withdrawal of Germany from 
the Boxer indemnity protocol of Septem- 
ber 7, 1901; (4) cession of German public 
property in Chinese territory; (5) compen- 
sation for losses of Chinese citizens: (6) 
reservation of right of claiming war in- 
demnity; (7) reimbursement of all expenses 
incurred for internment and maintenance 
of prisoners of war; (8) restitution of the 
astronomical instruments and works of 
art looted by the German troops in 1900 
and 1901; (9) engagement to ratify the in- 
ternational opium convention of January |: 
23, 1912, which Germany and Austria delib- 
erately blocked and delayed. 

I have reason to know these terms have 
the cordial support of both the American 
and British delegation. I am assured that 
the French attitude is friendly. The situ- 
ation, in the matter of China's right to a 
square deal, has cleared materially in the 
last few weeks. I am in constant touch 
with the Japanese delegates, and I have 
no doubt that if Mr. Wilson insists on a 
full and fair restoration of the fruits of 
German aggression in the Far East the 
ground will be cleared for constructive 
reform in China. 

This is of fundamental 
American commerce and industry. 
of equal importance to British trade, 
fact’ well rcognized by British experts. 

The Japanese are studying very closely 
the rapid development of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican alliance of fact and interest.

Y father, Leont! Semenovitch 
M Frolkov, was born into serfdom 

at Nikolsko. a village in the pro- 
vince of Novgorod, some three hundred 
versts north of Moscow. He was fif- 
teén when Alexander II. emancipated 
the serfg in 1861, and remembers that 
historic event vividly, being fond even 
now of telling of the days of his boy- 
hood. Impressed into the army in the 
early seventies, he served during the 
Russo-Turkish war of 1877-78, and dis- 
tinguished himself for bravery, receiv- 
ing s@veral medals. When a soldier he 
learned to read and write, and was pro- 
moted to the rank of sergeant. 

Returning home at the end of the 
War, he passed through Tcharanda, 4 
fisherman's settlement on the shore of 
a lake, in the county of Kirilov, within 
forty versts of Nikolsko. No longer 
dressed as a moujik, military in gait 
and bearing, with coins jingling in his 
pocket, he cut quite a figure in the poor 
hamlet of Tcharanda. There he met my 
mother, Olga, the eldest daughter of 
Elizar Nazarev, perhaps the most des- 
titute G@weller of the place 

A Life of Poverty. 

Elizar, with his wife and three daugh- 
ters, occupied a shabby hut on the 
sandy shore of the lake. So poor was 
he that he could not afford to buy a 
horse to carry his catch to the city. and 
was compelied to sell it, far below the 
market price, to a traveling buver. 
Bread was always a luxury in the little 
cabin. Eligar’s wife would hire herself 
to the more prosperous peasants in the 
vicinity for ten kopeks (five cents) a 
day to labor from sunrise to sunset. 
But even this additional money was 
not always to be had. Then Olga would 
be sent out to beg for bread in the 
neighboring villages. 

It was in such circumstances that mv 
mother grew. to be nineteen, when she 
attracted the attention of Leont! Tcha- 
randa on his way home from the war. 
She was immensely flattered when he 
courted her. He even bought her a 
pair of shoes for a present, the first 
shoes she had ever worn. This capti- 
vated the humble Olga completely. She 
joyously accepted his marriage pro- 
posal. 

After the wedding the young couple 
moved to Nikolsko, my father’s birth- 
Place, where he had inheriteq a smal! 
tract of land. They tilled it together, 
and with great difficulty managed to 
make ends meet. My two elder sisters, 
Arina and Shura. were born here, in- 
creasing the poverty of my Pparents. 
My father, about this time, took to 
drinking, and began to maltreat and 
beat hig wife. My mother’s life with 
him became one of misery. She was 
constantly in tears, always pleading 
for mercy and praying to God. 

We Move to Siberia. 


T was born in July, 1889, the third 
girl in the family, When I was a year 
old my father decided to go to Petro- 
grad to eeek work. We were left with- 
Out money, He wrote no letters. On 
the brink of starvation, my mother 
somehow contrived, with the aid of kind 
neighbors. to keep herself and her chil- 
dren alive. ” 

When TI was ‘nearly six vears old a 
letter came from father the first he 
had written us during the five years 
of his absence. He had broken his 
right leg and, ag s00n as he was able 
to travel, had started home. My moth- 
er wae glad to hear from father. whom 
she had almost given up for dead. In 
spite of his harshness, she still loved 
him. I remember how happy my moth- 
er wap when father arrived, but this 
happiness did not last long. Poverty 
and misery cut it short. Hardiv had a 
year gone by when a fourth child, also 
a girl, arrived in our family. And 
there was no bread in the house. 

From all parts of our section of the 
country peasants were migrating that 
year to Siberia, where the Government 
allowed them large grants of land. My 
father wanted to go but mother was 
opposed to it. However, when our neigh- 
bor, Verevkin, who had left some time 
previous for Siberia, wrote glowingly 
of the new country, my father made up 
his mind to go, too. We wefe s0 poor 
that by the time we got to Tcheliabinsk 
the last terminal in European Russia, 
and the government distribution point, 
we had not a penny left. 

We were assigned to Kuskovo, a hun- 
dred and twenty versts hbevond Tomsk. 
At every atation my sisters would beg 
food, while father filled our tea-kettle 
with hot water. Thus we got along till 
Tomsk was reached. Our grant of land 
was in the midat of the taiga, the virgin 
Siberian forest. There could be no 
thought of immediately settling on it. 
so my father remained in Tomsk, while 
the rest of us were sent on to Kuskovo. 
My sisters went to work for board and 
clothing. My mother, atil!l strone and 
in good health, baked bread for a liv- 
ing, while I took care of the baby, 

Home In a Stable Loft. 


Toward winter father arrived from 
Tomsk. He brought little money with 
him. The winter was severe, and epi- 
demics were raging in the country. We 
fell sick one by one, father, mother, 
theh allthe girls. As there was no bread 
in the house, and no money to buy any- 
thing. the community took care of us 
till spring, housing and feeding us. 

My parents decided to move to 
Tomsk, where we &rrived barefoot and 
tattered. 


My father would work only a couple 
of days a week. He wag lazy. The re- 
mainder of the week he idled away and 
drank. My sisters served as nurse- 
maids, while mother worker in a bak- 
ery, keeping the baby and me with her. 
We slept in the loft of a stable, with 
the horses stamping below us. 

Finally father came with good tid- 
ings—he had found a place for mé. 
I was to care for a five-year-old boy, 
in return for my board and eighty-five 
kopeks a month. 

‘If you do well,” my father added, 
“you will by and by receive a rubie.” 

Such was the beginning of my career 
in life. I was eight and a half years 
old, small and very thin. 

A little later my parents decided to 
establish a home. All their capital 
amounted to gix rubles, They rented a 
basement for three rubles a month. 
Two rubles my father invested in some 
second-hand furniture. consisting of a 
lame tabdle and benches. and a few 
kitchen utensils. With a few kopecks 
from the last ruble in her purse my 
mother prepared some food for us. She 
sent me to buy a kopeck’s worth of 
salt. 

The grocery store of the street was 
owned by a Jewess, named Nastasia 
Leontievna Fuchsman, She looked at 
me closely when I entered her store, 
recognizing that I was a stranger in 
the street, and asked me: 

“Whose are you?” 

“IT am of the Frolkovs. We tust 
moved ‘into the basement in the next 
block.” 

“TT need a little girl to help me ont. 
Would you like to work for me”” she 
asked. ‘“I’l] give you a ruble a month, 
and board.” 

I wag overjoved and started for home 
at such speed that by the time I got to 
my mother I was quite breathless. I 
told her of the offer from the grocery- 
woman. 

Mv mother went to the grocery to 
have a talk with the proprietress. She 
came back satisfied, and T entered upon 
my apprenticeship to Nastasia Leonti- 
evna. 


My Childhood of Labor. 

It wag not an easy life. [| learned to 
wait on customers, to run errands, to 
do everything in the house, from cook- 
ing and sewing to scrubbing floors. All 
day I slaved without rest, and at night 
I slept on a box in the passageway be- 
tween the store and house. Mv month- 
ly earnings went to my mother. but 
they never sufficed to drive the specter 
of starvation away from my home, 

In time I got a raise to two rubles a 
month. Nastasia Leontievna was ex- 
acting and not infrequently punished 
me. But she also loveq me as though 
I had been her own daughter, and a)l- 
wavs tried to make up for harsh treat- 
ment. 

I must have been about eleven when. 
in a fit of temper, I quarreled with 
Nastasia Leontievna. Her brother fre- 
quented the theatre and constantly 
talked of it. I never quite understood 
what a theater wag like, but it allured 
me, and I resolved one evening to get 
acquainted with that place of wonders. 
I asked Nastasia Leontievna for money 
to go there. She refused. 

“You little moujitchka (peasant wo- 
man) what do vou want with the thea. 
ter?”. she asked derisively. 

I answered even more angrily and ran 
out of the store. I went to my mother 
and told her of the incident. She was 
horrified. 

“Rut now she won't take vou back 
What will we do without your wages, 
Marusia? How will we pav the rent? 
Wea will have to go begging again.” 
And she cried. 

After some time my employer came 
after me, rebuking me for my quick 
temper. 

“How could I have known that you 
were so anxious to go to the theater?’ 
she asked. “All right. I'll give you 
fifteen kopecks every Sunday so that 
vou can go.” 

I became a steadv Sunday attendant 
of the gallery, watching with intense 
interest the players, their strange ges- 
tures and manners of speech. 

Five years I worked for Nastasia 
Leontievna, assuming greater duties 
with the advance of my years. I finally 
grew weary of this dally erind and be- 
gan to think of finding other work. But 
my mother was sick and father worked 
less and less, drinking most of the time. 
He grew more brutal, beating wus all 
unmercifully. My sisters were forced 
to stay away from home. Shura mar- 
ried at sixteen, and I, fourtean years 
old, became the mainstay of the fam'iy¥. 

I reached the age of fifteen and be- 
gan to grow dissatisfied with my lot. 
Life was awakening within me and 
quickening my imagination. Avery - 
thing that passed by and beyond the 
confined little realm in which I IHyvod 
and labored called me, beckoned to me 
lured me. The impressions of that for- 
eign world which I had caught in th» 
theater implanted themselves in my 
s0u] deeply and gave birth there to 
love-stirring forces. I wanted to dress 
nicely, to go out, to enfov life’s pleas- 
I wanted +o hea educated. 


My First Love. 

Ah' what would I not have given to 
taste the sweetness, the joy, that life 
held. But there seemed to be none “or 
me. All day long I slaved in the little 
store and kitchen. Something revolted

within me against this bleak, purpose. 
less, futureless existence. 

Came the Russo-Japanese War. And 
with it Siberia, from Tomsk to Man- 
churia, teemed with a new life. It 
reached even our street, hitherto s0 
lifeless and uneventful. Two officers, 
the brothers Lazov, one of them mar- 
ried, rented the quarters opposite Na- 
stasia Leontievna’s grocery. The young 
Madame Lazoy knew nothing of house- 
keeping. She observed me at work in 
the grocery store, and offered me serv- 
ice in her home at seven rubles a 
month. 

Seven rubles a month was so attrac- 
tive a sum that I immediately accepted 
the offer. What could one not do with 
s0 much money? 

I took entire charge of the house- 
keeping at the Lazovs. They were kind 
and courteous, and took an interest in 
me. They taught me table and socia! 
etiquette, and took care that I appeared 
néat and clean. 

The younger Lazov, Lieutenant Vas-

He drew 
near, but I repulsed him. He cried he 
begged, he implored that I believe that 
he loved me, and that he would marry 
me.

I did not see Vasili for two days. He 
disappeared. When he returned, he 
presented a. pitiable sight. His hag- 
gard face, the appearance of his clothes 
and the odor of yodka told the story of 


with a whip, nearly lashing me _ to 
death, accompanying each blow with 
epithets that burned into me more than 
the lashes of the whip. He also beat 
my mother when she attempted to in- 
tervene for me. 

My father would return home drunk 
almost every day, and immediately 
take to lashing me. Often he would 
drive Me and mother barefoot out of 
the house, and for hours. at times, we 
shivered in the snow, hugging the icy 
walls. 

Life became an actual] inferno. Day 
and night I prayed to God that I fall 
ill and die. I felt that only sickness 
could saVe Me from the daily punish- 
ment. And so I lay on the oven at 
night to heat my body, and.then went 
out and rolleq in the snow. I did it 
several times, but without avail, ] 
could not fall sick. 

Amid these insufferable conditions, I 
met the new year of 1905. My married 
sister had invited me to participate in 
a masquerade. After the dancing we 
visited some friends of my sister's, 
where I met a soldier, just returned 
from the front. He was a common 
moujik, of rough appearance and vul- 


selves as day laborers. We helped to 
load and unload lumber barges. Hard 
labor never daunted me, and I would 
have been satisfied, had it only been 
possible for me to get along with Afa- 
nasi otherwise. But he also drank, 
while I didn’t. and intoxication invar- 
iably brutalized him. 

Summer came. Afanasi and I found 
work with an asphalt firm. Our work 
with the firm lasted about two years. 
Both of us started at seventy kopecks 
a day, but I roge to the position of as- 
sistant foreman in a few months. re- 
ceiving & ruble and fifty kopecks a 
day. 

Afanasi’s low intelligence wag a suf- 
ficient torment. But his heavy drink- 
ing was a greater source of suffering to 
me. He made a habit of beating me. 
and grew to be unendurable. I was less 
than eighteen years oid, and nothing 
but misery seemed to be tn store for 
me. The thought of escape dug itself 
deeper and deeper into my mind. ] 
finally resoved to run away from Afa- 
nasi. 

My married gister had moved to Bar- 
naul where she and her husband serv- 
ed as domestics on a river steamer. 
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ili, began to notice me, and one eve- 
ning invited me to take a walk with 
him. In time Vasili’s interest in me 
deepened. We went out together manv 
times. He made love to me, caressing 
and kissing me, Did I realize clearly 
the meaning of it all? Hardly. It was 
all so new, so wonderful, so alluring. 
| Am Disillusioned. 

Vasili said he loved me. Did I love 
him? If I did it was more because of 
the marvelous world into which he was 
to lead me than on account of himself. 
He promised to marry me. Did I par- 
ticularly want to marry him? Scearcely. 
The prospect of marriage was more 
enticing to me because of the end it 
would put to my life of drudgery and 
misery than on account of anything 
else. 

I was fifteen and a half when Vasil! 
took advantage of his promise to marry 
me. A little later orders came to the 
Lazovs to leave for a different post. 
Vasili informed me of the order 

“Then we will have to get married 
quickly, before you g0,” [|] declared. 
But Vasili did not think so.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 14.—Turkish 
women generally have abandoned their 
vetis. hat is the most radical charac- 
teristic of Contantinople life noted by one 
who returns after a few years. Every- 
where are Moslem women wearing the 
ol4 style of black or brown or dark blue 
street dress in its all enveloping, shape- 
less folds—but their veils are thrown 
back. In every part of the gity they may 
be met constantly, in fashionable foreign 
Pera and in conservative old Stambou! 
and in Asiatic Scutari and Haidar Pasha. 
They are the majority of the Turkish 

, Women on the streets. A few conserva- 
ttves cling to the old fashion and others 
for a less noble reason, but, broadly 
epeaking, the veil is gone. 

The mystery of what the Turkish woman 
really looks like has been cleared. Liter- 
ally the veil has been lifted. All the ex- 
clusiveness and seclusion of the harem 
System has broken down. A historic in- 
stitution has toppled. The change is as 
radical as that effected in other realm. 
by the aeroplane or wireless telegraphy. 
When one recalls the romance and tra- 
ditions that nave been built upon the 
basic principle of the veiled Moslem 
woman it is rather difficult to believe 
that the entire custom has gone to smash. 
Stories of the fascinating beauties who 


were hidden from the profaning gaze of 
the world by the veil have now become 
as obsolete as tales of the mahatmas who 
inhabit Lhassa. 


What Tarkish Women Look Like. 


Americans here, naturally, now make 
fippant remarks about the veil as a 
beneficent institution. With the charm 
of the unknown gone, they say, there re- 
mains no other charm.

Washington, May 11.—The war sto- 
ry of the engineer corps at home and 
in France is told officially for fhe 


first time in chapters of the war de- 
partment’s brief history of American 
war efforts made public today in ad- 
vance sheets. Many of the recorded 
accomplishments of the engineers 
have been published before as isolat- 
ed incidents, but this is the first com- 
plete and connected story which gives 
any idea of the extraordinary scope 
of the duties modern warfare has 
lad upon engineering troops. 

Probably the best illustration of 
this so far as the troops in France 
are concerned ‘is the technical organ- 
ization of the units of the engineers 
which reached the other side. There 
were seven regiments and two bat- 
talions of rdilway construction en- 
gineers; five battalions for mainte- 
nance of way: two battalions for 
maintenance of railway equipment; 
four regiments and one battalion to 
operate the main American railways 
in France; three regiments to oper- 
ate light railways and their repair 
shops; two regiments to operate the 
regular railway repair shops: two regi- 
ments and six separate battalions on 
general construction work; two regi. 
ments for storing and transporting 
engineer supplies; a forestry regi- 
ment: a light railway construction 
regiment; a road building regiment; 
a water supply regiment: a mining 
regiment; a quarrying regiment: a 
technical regiment for surveying and 
sound ranging; three survey and 
printing battalions; two railway trans- 
portation battalions; an electrical and 
mechanical regiment; several sepa- 
rate companies to operate cranes: a 
camouflage service; five inland water- 
wavy companies to operate canal boats 
and the like: five pontoon trains and 
a pontoon park: a railway transporta- 
tion and stores battalion and a search- 
light regiment.

of men trained in civil life in the 
United States for the work they did in 
France, were in addition to the fight- 
ing engineers with each division, the 
sappers, who formed about 8 per cent 
of all the combatant troops in France. 


One section of the report is devoted 
to the development of American rail- 
ways in France and to the production 
of railway equipment in the United 
States to meet the call from the front. 
There were shipped to France 1,303 
locomotives before the armistice was 
signed, of which 908 were in service 
at that time. In addition, 18,313 
freight cars were shipped abroad, both 
engines and cars having been pro- 
duced specially for service in France 
These were employed upon the 937 
miles of standard-guage track laid in 
France by the engineers with equip- 
ment shipped from this country and 
the rolling stock was in addition to 
great quantities of light railway -equip- 
ment for front line work that was 
also sent abroad. 
trains were obtained in 
England, nineteen of them with a 
total of 304 cars having been com- 
pleted by December, 1918, with 29 
additional trains under construction. 
They cost more than $18,000 per car, 
but it is estimated that to have pro- 
duced them in the United States and 
shipped them would have cost $40,000 
per car.

our rural highways.” 

Among the motorized shops created 
were the photolithographic press 
trucks, which were able to reproduce 
maps from original sketches within 
twelve hours as compared with four 
days required by similar French and 
British units. 

A special chapter is devoted to lis- 
tening instruments developed during 
the war to locate hidden guns. Im 
proving upon allied designs, the en- 
gineer corps produced machines for 
this purpose which operated with 
“uncanny accuracy,” one of them hav- 
ing spotted 117 German gun positions 
in a single day. Subsequently these 
were followed by instruments of even 
greater power and at the close of the 
war there were twelve complete out- 
fits, each covering a five-mile stretch 
of front, at work 
lines. 


LOCATING 
BY SOUND. 


Similar development of instruments 
for locating hostily airplanes were 
carried out until it was possible to. 
determine the location of a raider at 
night within an angle of three de- 
grees. The American types produced 
were easily portable and quickly set 
up to aid the searchlights. A hint at 
the scientific developments which 
were in sight in connection with these 
sound ranging devices is contained in 
the following paragraph: 

“When the fighting stopped our 
military scientists and other co-oper.- 
ating with them were working on the 
development of a sound-ranging ap- 
paratus intended to give troops warn- 
ing of shells fired by the enemy in 
their direction. The preliminary ex- 
periments found that at 41 miles 
these mechanisms could detect the 
firing of the gun as long as nineteen 
seconds before the shell arrived, thus 
giving troops ample time to get un- 
der cover.
